




















WHEN THE TRAUMA OF PUNISHMENT GETS TOO MUCH 
JAMES C. STEELE ADOPTS A NEW CHARACTER 


CALL JAMES C. Steele a 
clown and he'd consider it a 
compliment. 


But he'd be just as happy if you ac- 
cused him of being cruel, mean and 
tough. 

James, one of the stars of Tens new 
prison drama serial, Punishment, would 
take it as a measure of his success as a 
performer. 

Because when he is not being seen as 
Gazza, the mean and aggressive prisoner 
in the serial, he’s out clowning around 
with his entertainment company, J.J. 
and Co. 

James and actress Jinx Huber set up 
the clowning company two years ago to 
entertain at parties, in shopping centres 
and official parades when they were not 
engaged in acting roles. 

They became so popular they were ap- 
pointed the official clowns for the Sydney 
Visitor's Bureau and spearheaded the 
1980 Smile Campaign. 

Climbing into a clown suit was an 
escape for James from the pressures of 
playing an aggressive character like Gaz- 
Za. | 

"The clowning had to take second 
place while we were making 
Punishment,’’ James explained. 

"But when I did occasional weekend 
work as a clown it was a lovely relief from 
playing such a heavy little guy. 

I found the aggressiveness of the role 
was coming out in me in varying ways. 
Im usually a pretty soft person, but at 
home I was starting to get a bit pushy and 
my flatmate started to comment. 

` I was even getting aggressive with my 
driving! 

Clowning around can be a serious 
business and James says it has helped his 
acting a great deal. 

- I used to be very shy but now I have a 
lot more confidence and the ability to 
communicate, he said. 

James clown, Jay, has curly purple 
hair that would make Jeanne Little green 
with envy. He wears an orange lame 





shirt, floppy bow-tie and multi-colored 
trousers. 

"Once you start talking to children 
they don't see your costume or make-up 
anymore, ' James said. 

" They see right past it and will talk for 
hours. 

With children you have to be real. 
You can't be false. They know.” 

Punishment is James' first major 
television role, aithough he has appeared 
in series including Silent Number, Luke's 
Kingdom and an ABC historical drama 
called Essington. 

He is tipped to become a popular new 
star of the '80s because of his role in the 
prison drama. 

"Initially, I was terribly nervous, 
James said. ‘It’s an incredible cast and I 
was working with many people I respect 
and admire. 

"But everyone gave me an incredible 
amount of encouragement and help.’ 

James is not worried about being cast 
as an aggressive character in future 
roles. 

"You start feeling sympathetic 
towards Gazza despite yourself because 
he shows a soft side, ’’ he explained. 

New Zealand born, James has always 
been interested in theatre, but he has an 
old aunt to thank for encouraging him to 
actually perform.

James has been in Australia for 
eight years and now considers this home. 

It was only a chance meeting with the 
Ensemble Theatre's Hayes Gordon, who 
was in New Zealand directing a play, that 
prompted his move to Sydney. 

"Hayes said he couldn't promise me 
work, but he did offer me a scholarship, 
James Said. 

- I sold my house, car and packed up all 
my things and went to live in a tiny room 
at the Ensemble. 

1 was the theatre’s security of- 
ficer/cleaner. It provided a small income 
while I was studying.’ 

Since then, James has rarely been out 
of work as an actor. 

IT spend a lot of time chasing jobs and 
knocking on doors. I don't sit back and 
wait for my agent to find me jobs,’ he 
said. 

J.J. and Co also fills in the gaps bet- 
ween acting roles. 

James and Jinx are currently setting 
up a children’s workshop at Sydney’s 
Birkenhead Point shopping centre. 

We teach mime, puppet-making, how 
to create costumes and puppet shows, 
light-rope walking, juggling and basic 
dance and movement, James said.

 OFA SUPER TOUGHIE 


BEHIND THE BRAWNY EXTERIOR OF 
SERGE LAZAREFF BEATS THE HEART OF AN 


INTELLIGENT, SENSITIVE MAN 


IT’S BEEN a long campaign 
for easygoing TV tough guy 
Serge Lazareff. 


After years of being a TV heavy, 
relieved only by his role as the genial 
forest ranger in Young Ramsay, 
Serge is going good-guy again as a 
regular star in Prisoner for several 
months. 


It’s surprising that for Serge it has 
been such a battle, because despite his 
rugged countenance he has a warmth 
that gets through to audience, par- 
ticularly kids. 

Serge has spent the past 13 years batti- 
ing his screen image — that of an 
“idiot”. 

It all began when the actor played a 
"demented' role — that of Leopold 
Alexander Hamilton — in an early 
Homicide episode. 


Serge turned in a top performance and 
was rewarded with other ''idiot'' roles in 
Homicide and Matlock Police. 

Then came, a comedy part in The 
Thursday Creek Mob series, where he 
played a ''slow-speaking country boy’ 

Serge fears that people still identify 
him with those early roles. 

He is quick to point out it is more than 
10 years since he played that type of 
character. 

That is, except for a small part in the 
Young Doctors as a demented male nurse 
who masqueraded asa doctor. 

However, it looks like Serge, who has 
an economics degree and is a former 
finance journalist, will finally break with 
the screen image he loathes. 

He is currently working in Network 
10’s_ Prisoner series playing school 
teacher David Andrews, who is brought 
in to help the inmates. 

Serge told TV WEEK: ''He's basically 
a giving sort of person — a positive 
idealist or, perhaps, an innocent en- 
thusiast. 

"But there is nothing shaky about him, 
he's totally committed to helping the 
prisoners. 

"Some of them form an attachment to 
him — mainly because he's the only man 
around, '' Serge said with a laugh. 

Although Serge enjoys working with an 
all-female cast he admitted that at first it 
was a daunting prospect. 

"I was a bit apprehensive — the 
women are all pretty tough characters up 
on the screen and I wondered if they 
were really like that,’ he said. 

"There were so many women there — 
and there was only one dressing room," 
he laughed. 
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It's fantastic working with women 
though — they're much more honest and 
direct than men.’’ 


Serge’s Prisoner character is far 
removed from those he played in 
Homicide, Matlock, Cash & Co and 
movies like Eskimo Nell. 

Serge said: ‘‘He’s probably too much 
of a goody-goody. 

"It's a nice change, but I like playing 
the villains — someone who is making the 
action.

"Goodies can only save the world and 
that’s usually pretty boring.’ 

Looking back on his numerous and 
varied roles there is one production that 
comes readily to mind, the controversial 
Eskimo Nell. 

It didn't get too much of an audience 
— the Festival Of Light helped kill that 
one,” he said. 

"Though we had nothing to be asham- 
ed of — not as far as the Alvin Purple's 
were concerned.’’ 

Another memorable part in his early 
career was a small role in the Ned Kelly 
film with Mick Jagger. 











"We all thought we were heading off 
to Hollywood and stardom,”’ he said. 

"Then when we saw the film it was so 
chopped that none of us ever had a 
chance to do anything — but that's 
showbiz.’’ 

Serge is philosophical about his acting 
career. Although he has been in constant 
work for 13 years, people can rarely put. 
a name to his face. 

He said: ‚People recognise my face but 
usually can't place me — they say ‘I know 
you’ and I think ‘My god, do I owe them 
ten bucks’? 

"I get recognised more often in 
Melbourne. I can walk down the main 
street of Sydney and no one bothers — 
you know you’ve made quite an impres- 
sion.'' 

But Serge doesn't regret giving up 
journalism to act. 

‘Tve got a good life out of acting, even 
though you work on your nerves, he 
said. 

Serge lives in a trendy, inner-city 
suburb in Sydney with actress girl friend 
Judy Morris. 

He prefers to keep the relationship 
private. It has been going for eight years 
and, he admits, that’s a long time — 
especially in the entertainment industry. 

serge said: ''The relationship is open- 
ended, unlike marriage which is an un- 
necessary cramp.'' 

Serge spends his spare time writing 
and although none of his scripts have 
been accepted yet, there has been some 
interest shown in them. 

“| try to work out my fantasies in 
writing,’’ he said with a smile. 

"Ilike writing about contemporary life 
with a lot of action. 

"Ive been writing since I was 17 and 
the only thing I've got to show for it is 
that I won a short story competition 
once +9 

‘‘It was sponsored by a NSW radio sta- 
tion and I got first prize out of 2300 en- 
tries. 

“I also had a few articles published 
while I was at uni.” _ 

And what about the future? 

“I guess I'll have to end up doing a 
long-running role in a series. 

"It's the only way to earn some decent 
money,’’ he said candidly. 

“I don't think I'll wait for the great

GIL GERARD, the ruggedly hand- 
some star of Buck Rogers In The 25th 
Century and special guest at this 
years Logie Awards, has long 
wanted to visit Australia. 

. "Ive heard a lot about Australia in the 
past few years and I’m honored to have 
been invited to the Logies,’’ Gil told TV 
WEEK. 

"Im a real fan of your films, par- 
ticularly My Brilliant Career and The 
Last Wave. I've got a high respect for all 
Australian films I’ve seen. 

‘I'd love a chance to work in Australia 
and I’m looking forward to meeting some 
of the people involved.’ 

The success of Buck Rogers has made 
Gil one of the most popular new faces on 
American TV. 

He recently finished filming the show's 
second season of episodes and is hoping 
for a short holiday in Australia. 

Known in Hollywood as a charmer, Gil 
would like to fit in some swimming, ten- 
nis and perhaps horseback riding while 
down under. 


“FD LOVE A CHANCE 
TO WORK IN AUSTRALIA” 


Now 36, Gil’s acting success has come 
rather late in life. Twice he turned down 
the chance to play the 500-year-old 
displaced astronaut Buck Rogers. 

“I kept saying ‘no’,’’ he recalls. ‘‘I saw 
shades of Batman and Robin in the role 
and I didn’t want to get involved in play- 
ing cartoon cardboard characters. But 
then I read the script and found that 
Buck had a great deal of humanity, he is 
very vulnerable and he also has a great 
sense of humor. ”’ 

At 26, Gil was a hotshot business ex- 
ecutive, the vice-president of a chemical 
firm and an adviser to the late Arkansas 
governor Winthrop Rockefeller. He had 
everything — but happiness. 

^I looked back through my life and 
found the thing I enjoyed most was 
acting,’’ he says. 

So he turned his back on a guaranteed 
$90,000 a year salary to start a 10-year 
climb to the top in the gruelling but more 
glamorous acting profession. And he has 
made it.

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THE ABILITY to laugh at 


herself is just one of the 
qualities which makes Raquel 
Welch one of the great sex 
symbols of the silver screen. 


It’s an attitude even the bravest 
movie sex queens, anxious to 
preserve their image, would never 
attempt. 

Raquel, who'll be a special guest at this 
year’s TV WEEK Logie Awards, has used 
her sense of humor as a defence against 
the pitfalls of her profession. 

The busty star demonstrates her fun 
approach to the sex symbol image ina TV 
special — From Raquel With Love — 
which will be screened on Network Ten 
to coincide with her Logies appearance 

The early part of her career might not 
have suggested it, but Raquel has proved 
one of the screen's most durable sex sym- 
bols. 

When she turned 40 last September. 
Raquel said: Being a sex object is 


behind me. I have started using my head 
instead of my body. I am older and enjoy 
my age and maturity. 

"Forty is too old to be a-sex 
It's time for someone else to take over. 

It'S hard to believe that the youthful- 
looking Raquel is the mother of a 20- 
year-old son and an 18-year-old 
daughter. 

Married to charming Frenchman An- 
dre Weinfeld, her third husband, Raquel 
has firm ideas on where her career is to 
go from here. Andre and she are working 
on it together. 

The couple's first joint venture is the 
TV special. 

Andre was writer and executive pro- 
ducer on the special, which also features 
Mickey Rooney and Douglas Fairbanks 
jnr. 

Raquel plays a glamorous film star in 
the musical-comedy fantasy. 

“Tm doing a take-off on my own im- 
age, she says. We have a illie mun 
with it instead of the overdose on 
sleeping-pills’ sort of thing.’ 

Andre has also written an action- 
comedy film for his wife and another 
screenplay based on her relationship with 
her own daughter. 
` Their company is also developing a 
Broadway musical and several comedy 
shows. 
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But Australia’s good luck results from 
Raquel's bad luck. 

In January she was dropped from the 
starring role opposite Nick Nolte in the 
film Cannery Row, unexpectedly giving 
her several months free. 

Rumors that Raquel had been dif- 
ficult' on the set swept Hollywood, but 
still no official reason has been given for 
her sacking. 

Raquel answered the gossip with a 
$24.5 million lawsuit against M-G-M and 
the film's producers and directors. 

she claims the studio is holding her 
professional conduct up to speculation 
and ridicule, tüereby 11181116 her the 
scapegoat for its own faults. 

She further charges that the producer 
used her name to get final financing for 
fie project then dumped her on 
trumped-up charges. 

Raquel comments: Ihe suil won t do 
me any good now. It will take years to get 
to court and at this point I have no idea 
when I'll be working again.’ 

soon after, Raquel and Andre con- 
sidered a proposal for her to star in a 
regular TV series of Seruples, an exten- 
sion of last year’s successful mini-series 
which starred Lindsay Wagner. 

But the couple did not want to commit 
themselves to a gruelling TV schedule 
which could have tied up Raquel for 
years. 

They are now in Europe selling Ra- 
.quel's TV special and will return briefly 
to their Los Angeles home before flying 
to Australia for the big Logies night on 
April 10. 

At a time when age knocks confidence 
and making a new mature career is a 
challenge, Raquel has found a perfect al- 
ly in her new husband Andre. 

“I had decided that marriage was not 
for me, sie said. | couldn t combine 
being a housewife, actress, sex symbol 
and mother. 

I loved being at home but I felt I was 
the equal to a man and able to carve out a 
freedom for myself. Andre has changed 
my mind about marrying again.’ 

Raquel first married when she was 16, 
married again in the '60s to Patrick Cur- 
tis, then met Andre while making 
l'Animal in Paris in 1977. 

"Andre was polite and charming. He 
did not push himself on me. Many actors I 
meet think that because of my screen im- 
age I am a pushover,’ she said. 

shortly before their marriage, Raquel 
said: I am in love with him and he 
makes me laugh. What could be more im- 
portant? ' 

Raquel has no illusions about the quali- 
ty of some of the movies in which she has 
appeared. So many of them were inferior 
vehicles using her to sell them. 

‘Most of them were bad,’’ she admits. 

Now, with Andre backing her up and 
with her new-found self-confidence, Ra- 
quel believes she can begin to show the 
world that there are many twists to the 
old saying ‘life begins at 40’. 

Raquel plans a new image for the next 
phase of her career.

KEN WAYNE, Punishment’s tough 
chief prison officer Jack Hudson, 
who brutally curbs rebellious and 
riotous prisoners, once almost caused 
a riot himself. 

It happened back in the days when 
radio was king, when thousands of 
listeners used to tune in to hear Ken, 
every week for 10 years. 

Ken was one of Australia’s biggest 
dramatic stars as the hard-boiled private 
detective, Larry Kent. 

At its peak Larry Kent was tops, along 
with the Bob Dyer and Jack Davey pro- 
grams. | 

It takes a lot of prodding for Ken to 
talk about Larry Kent or any of his 
several successes overseas. As far as he’s 
concerned it's history. 

He'd much rather talk about the role 
he's playing in Punishment. 

“I get as much a kick out of the work 
Im doing in a good part such as 
Punishment as anything else I've done. 

"Jack Hudson is tough and brutal. He 


believes that the way to run the jail is. 


‘You get on top of them (the prisoners) 
or they get on top of you'. He honestly 
believes that. 

"In the old days Hudson would have 
become superintendent one day. Now, 


with the appointment of an outsider and 


an academic as superintendent (played 
by Barry Crocker), he sees that it will 
never happen. 

"He's of the old school that believes 
prisoners are in jail to be punished, not 
to be reformed, and that brings him into 
conflict with the new superintendent. '' 

As research for his part, Ken spoke to 
former prisoners and prison officers. 

“Discussing it, the ex-prisoners said 
they prefer my man. They know how far 
they can push him. He’s predictable. 
They re suspicious of the new type. 

= “They have a grudging respect for the 
— Hudson type, no matter how hard he is, if 
‘he’s.straight.’’ 

Despite his many roles as a tough, one 
of Ken’s most successful parts was in a 
comedy. 

He had the satisfaction of seeing his 
name up in lights in London’s West End 
when he starred as sloppy Oscar in the 
Neil Simon play, The Odd Couple. 

Ken believes he probably inherited his 
love of acting from his actress mother.

"I never wanted to do anything else,’’ 
he said. | 

"I began as an extra when I was a kid 
in short pants at the Cinesound Studios 
with Ken.

“I remember my first major movie — 


Sons Of Matthew with Michael Pate and. 


Johnny Ewart. Michael was the romantic 
lead and I played the brother. 

Another big movie he appeared in 
later was On The Beach, in 1959, which 
starred Gregory Peck, Ava Gardner and 
Fred Astaire. 

Ken went to London in 1959 intending 
to stay for only 12 months. He ended up 
staying 13 years. 


Among his film credits are The High 
Commissioner, The Dirty Dozen, The 
Small World Of Sammy Lee and The 
MacIntosh Man. 

His TV roles included parts in Softly, 
Softly and Z Cars. 

His many stage roles included Licence 
To Murder, 12 Angry Men and he starred 
as the father in Arthur Miller’s play All 
My Sons at the Sadler's Wells Theatre. 

He returned to Australia in 1973. 

“A lot of things were starting to hap- 
pen here. Fifty per cent of the top shows 
were Australian. The only way to find 
out what was happening was to come 
back.” 

Since then he has guest starred in 
almost every Australian-made TV series.

— A SENTIMENTAL 
LOOK BACK 


NOT LONG ago I was moving from 
one apartment to another and came 
across a pile of old albums I hadn't 
looked at since I was at school. 

Most of the covers were split or lost, 
some of them were old 45s with the mid- 
dle knocked out, and all looked as though 
they had been played with a blunt needle 
in a sandpit for a hundred years. 

But among the groups I couldn't even 
remember — now long retired to run a 
seaside hotel or perambulate around the 
northern clubs — was my collection of 
Elvis. - 

And as I leafed through them I could 
hear the voice singing Hound Dog and 
Heartbreak Hotel, and remember the in- 
credible feats of economy and daring 
bordering on fraud which had gone to 
scrape together the money for each one. 

| : When I was a boy we supported two 
nn things: the local soccer team and our 

nn “group”. 

For me the former was the ‘Gills’ — 
or Gillingham — and the latter — well, I 
can’t claim it was always Elvis since the 
sway of fashion and economics dictated 
differently from day to day. But Elvis 
was always in the top two or three. Par- 
ticularly when the female returns were 
in. 

The difference between Elvis and the 
others was that he made films. 

You could go and see him at the local 
Odeon, combining the terrific cultural 
treat of the cinema with the slightly illicit 
thrill of pop music and a date. 

Not surprisingly, Elvis films did very 
well and for days afterwards the local 
kids would smarm their hair back, 
hopefully comb their 
hair down their 
cheeks to look like 
the King’s sleek 
sideburns, and gyrate 
around the street 
singing Jailhouse Rock. 

Unfortunately we 
were fickle in our 
tastes for pop, like most other things. 


When Bill Haley actually came to town, 

for just one night Wellingborough was 
the centre of the cultural universe. We 
went round the streets with milk bottles: 
full of soapy water, selling it as Haley’s 
bathwater. 
If Elvis had come we would perhaps 
have found a better, though, I hope, 
equally profitable, way of showing 
how keen we were on him. 

Years later, in the early '70s, I did 
see Elvis perform at Las Vegas. 

He was overweight and had lost 
some of his glowing, radiant good 
looks which had put him in so well 
; with the girls years before in

borough. But he could still make an 
audience sigh and cry almost at will. 


Perhaps objectively he looked like a .

perfect, but to everybody he was ''Elvis'' 
and their childhood came back. 

It was as terrific and electric a night as 
any I've ever attended in Vegas. 

Afterwards I was introduced to him in 
his dressing room. 

He looked very tired, and very crumpl- 
ed, and almost as though there was a 
glass wall between him and the rest of 
the world. (There was.) 

But he was polite to his fans, and to the 
other stars who had come to see him and 
congratulate him. 

He had small-town manners and an 
almost humble air — calling women 
‘‘Ma’am’’ and some older fellows ‘‘Sir’’ 
— and had none of the pushy way about 
him almost anybody else in showbusiness 
being paid untold millions a night adopts. 

There were lots of heavy people 
around him, though. Bodyguards with 
watchful eyes. Even in the packed dress- 
ing room you could feel them there. 

For years many of the best stories in 
showbusiness were about Elvis — and 
about his manager Colonel Tom Parker, 
perhaps the greatest showman who ever 
lived, and the shrewdest.

"Are you a gambling man?’’ Parker 
asked my friend. 

‘Why, yes.’’ My friend was well known 
for it, as indeed was the colonel. 

‘Like to play?’ 

“sure.

"Ten, colonel.'' 

The colonel lent forward and picked up 
the stake money. ''I won,” he said. “I 
thought of twelve.’ 

There are dozens of tales like that 
about the man who took Elvis from his 
humble beginnings in Tupelo and made 
him the biggest-selling artist of all time. 

In his early years he was rumored to 
have obtained sparrows, painted them 
yellow and sold them as canaries. 

When he was representing another ar- 
tist before Elvis, he was said to have 
organised a cage of live chickens so that 
his rodeo-stand qualified as a livestock 
exhibit, and thus avoided an entertain- 
ment surcharge. 

When his artist fell ill, the good colonel 
apparently went out and purchased a hot 
plate, placed the little creatures on it, 
and proudly presented Colonel Parker’s 
Amazing Dancing Chickens. 

When, after becoming Elvis’ 
manager, he was offered $250,000 for 
one concert hẹ accepted with the 
memorable words ‘‘That’s fine for me — 
now how about my boy?’’

BARBARA REBUILDS

RETREATING TO a country life of 
log fires and peaceful walks through 
the snow, Steve McQueen’s beautiful 
widow, Barbara Minty, is slowly com- 
ing to terms with her loss. 


But the 26-year-old former model is 
still haunted by memories as she hides 


away in the solitude of McQueen’s Last 
Chance Ranch at the foot of the Rocky 
Mountains near Sun Valley, Idaho. 


“I want to stay here, maybe always,” 


said Barbara, who was devoted to Mc- 
Queen during the last years of his life and 
stood by him as he vainly battled cancer. 





pal and odd-job man, who now works for 
Barbara, said: ''Obviously, it’s a very 
painful time for her: 

"Barbara and Steve were as close as 
two people could be. They did everything 
together, and she hasn't yet gotten over 
his death. 

"When people are that close it takes a 
long time to get over the loss of a part- 
ner. 

"She doesn't know what to do at the 
moment, but she is keeping all Steve's 
possessions, including his 40 motorcycles 
and five antique airplanes.'' 

And McQueen's 19-year-old son Chad, 
a would-be actor, added: "'She still 
misses my father a lot. She's a really 
great person, and she just wants to be 
alone for a while.’ 

Chad and his 20-year-old sister Terri 
— both from McQueen’s first marriage 
to dancer Nelle Adams — joined Barbara 
at her ranch for Christmas to try to cheer 
her up.: 

And to help herself, Barbara occa- 
sionally ventured on to the ski slopes of 
nearby Sun Valley over the holiday. 

But she preferred to stroll the snow- 
covered grounds of her home with pet 
dog, Bear, and spend her time in front of 
a roaring log fire, surrounded by the 
memories of her 11-month marriage. 

At the ranch house, Barbara has 
altered nothing. The vintage horse truck 
which McQueen used to transport his 
beloved animals stil stands in the 
driveway. 

And notices the recluse superstar tack- 
ed to the front gate. — "Keep Out," 
“Private Property, Keep Out,’’ and 
"Beware Of The Dog"' — are still there. 

But she finds solace for her heartbreak: 
by regularly attending Sunday services at 
a nearby church — a custom she and her - 
husband began at their home in Santa 
Paula, California, before they married. 

Barbara, still very young and in such 
an emotional situation, is suffering a let- 
down from the tremendous stress that 
went on while Steve, a man of tremen- 
dous determination, fought his last battle 
with the disease.
